Oa Mond-.iy evening, Sir John Hol- 
ker, tho S )licitor-Gonei'al, jirosided at 
tho auuniil (iiunoi' of tlio I'roston Li- 
censed VictuuUer?i' A.s3ociation, iind in 
proposing tho toaat of the evoninrf said 
iia liad thoro on his right hand the high 
sheriff, who was a spinner, and on his 
lett Mr. Hermon, also a spinner; but 
the trade represented by the licensed 
Tictuallers in importance by far ex- 
ceeded the trade of the spinners in 
• this: country, when jrou con- 
sider the amount of capital invested in 
that trade, and the number of persons 
' employed in it. From statistics ho 
had before him it apjieared that tho 
capital inrested by tlie licensed vic- 
tuallers of this country almost equall- 
ed in amp^nt |tb^e -whole capitalvf|em- 
ployed inthe cotton, woolen, and iron 
trades put together. It amounted to 
117 millions, an emormous sum, great- 
er than tho capital invested in any 
other trade in tho world. Tho por.sous 
.employed iu it numbered nearly 900,- 
- :(^P, and he therefore considered it a 
signal honour to be called upon to 
preside at that meeting. Honestly and 
sincerely ho did not think ho had ever 
had a greater honour. But this im- 
portant trade of the licensed victuall- 
oi's of this country was subjected to 
open and insidious attacks; and for the 
purpose of resisting those attacks, and 
honestly, ptoporly, and legally do- 
fending the members of tho trade, tho 
association had been formed, and no^ 
ordy for that purpose, but also for 
raising a fund from which to assist any. 

V. 'of its' members, when they fell into ad- 
versity.' He migM be asked how it 
•was if this trade were so important 
that it should be subjected to ojion 
attacks. Ho could not quite answer 
that question; he could only say it was

Quite the contrary; ho was quite 
Bura that it was to tho iutoroat 
of all respectable licouaod victiiallora 
to get rid of drunkenness. .Going 
again J to figures, they would find that 
in the town of Preston — which once 
had tho honour ot being roi)resontod 
by the present Homo Secretary — tlioy 
would find thi'.t tho licensed victiial- 
lars were not to blame for any druiik- 
'* ihn'ess which might exist there, for the 
high constable's report showed that, 
duriag the past year, out of tho 222 li- 
consea victuallor.-i only ilvo wore con- 
victod of breaches of the Act, and they 

I wore not momhors of the association, 
and only 17 boc-riellera out of between 
300iand 400. He had said their trado 
vraa subjected to the attacks of thosn 
who had got np the notion that all 
crinio was ca'.rstid by di'uaivoniioss, 
and licensed victuallers wore tho cause 
of that drunkenness. Those moinljors 
of , the community who had got that 
-Motion-wore fanatics and visionaries, 
and no'tHinJ 6f practical experience 
would ovor dispel that notion from 
their minds. Tliey woro headed l)y

blo renown and position, tiio notable 
Sir Wilfrid Lawson, Mr. George iMcUy

' bone. Now, he did not wish to speak 
disraspectfully ofgtheso fanatics and 
enthusiasts. Far bo it from him to do 
so. Ho believed they had got this idea 
in their mind, and spolco lu)nostIy and 
sincerely with a desire to carry out 
■ their ideas. With regard to Sir AVil- 
'M[jfi{Vlirawson,he was the head and front 
of the ofFendor.s. Ho had certainly 
won his ronpoct, becamo, though ho 
might have extraor linary viowB about 
liconsod victualloi s and their trado, ho 
was, novertholess, aoto speak, a jolly 
-iallowi.He had a sense of • humour, 

* and when ho spoke in the ''Hoif^d 
of CommonB ho ina(To ono laugh, and 
""ihatwas not wh:it you could ;:ay every 
member could dn. F',;r Wilfrid had a 
good r.pprociation of a joko tuo, and 

^ he (Sir J. Holkcr) could not help ad- 
miring this, though his (Sic AVilfrid 

f Lawson's) vi&v^s oii tho' subjciot of. li- 
censed victuallers were a gigantio 
joke. (Laughter.) Tho}' would ro-

leave of the House to read hi.s Pormis- 
sivo Li(pior IJill a second time. Ho 
thought the House on that occasion 
w;i« of opinion that it was a gigantic 
joke — (laughter) — for there were be- 
tween 400 and 500 iu the lobby of the 
jNoei^i • T and a ridiculous minority 
in the lobby of the Ayes. Never- 
theless, Sir AVilfrid Lawson was 
onii of Uie ))hiokio.st follows he know, for 
uotwithtstandiug the jeers and ridiculo 
and overwhelming opposition, be renew- 
ed, session after session, that Permisaivo 
Liquor bill. Ho was like tho prize-fiyht- 
tiv: Wlien Icnocktid down over so many 
times, he came up n^ain .spry and ready 
for tho ne.\t oneouutor. (LaugUter.) Hdw- 
evor, lu3 (Sir J. llulker} would just like 
to ask, What would happen if this bill 
passed, which was to give a majority of 
the people of any plnoo the right to say 
whetiier yo\i Khali Imvo any liquor or you 
sh.ill uotV .\ grosser tyranny could not. 
by any possibility e.'cist, but Sir Wilfrid 
justified it ou thiii yrouiul, that tho will 
of the majority should jjrovail, and lie 
pointed his liugor aoroas tUo Atlantic. Uo 
had looked tM America, but he (Sir J. 
Holker) tvonld rjithor bo ah Englishman 
tluiu an Aiuerioaii. (Ileai-, ami elieors.) 
Ourcousiua across tho Atlantic were a 
culivi people, and vury prospfu'on.s, but 
they had a rory sliady idea of liberty, and 
the fact of thoir bowing with such sub- 
servieuoy to the will of the* majority was 
the great blot on their institutions. (Hear, 
hoar-) Ho did not care what tUey did iu 
America. Ho Bhould like to know what 
would bo our position in Eufjlaiid if such 
a bill was ])asHod — if tho majority could 
prescribe when and bow ho should have 
his liquor. Why should tlioy not i)re- 
scribe what newspaper ha should read or 
whether he should go to church or chap- 
el — what time he should go to bed, and 
what ho should oat, drink, and avoid'? 
That would bo the result if we were by 
any chauco to pass that bill; wo should 
create ia this country a tyranny of a most 
outrageous and griovous description. To 
endeavor to put down the trade in liquor 
by this tyranny was a farce. They had 
not put it down in America. If it wero 
tried hero tho inns would bo shut up al- 
together, and ho loft them to iuiagino the 
discomfort of such a proceeding as that. 
If they were kept open under such cir- 
cumstances, au extra price must be charg- 
ed for the commodities they dealt in; 
therefore the "result of passing Sir Wil- 
frid Lawson's bill would be either to close 
tho inns altogether or make thoin like tho 
eiiravanserais of tlie iC.ist, where you pay 
a great deal of nione^ for tho liospitality 
of four baro walls, ami bring your own 
lienor and provisions. (Laughter.) More 
over, you would make evory inu a place 
where you could bay food oulyof au iiulif- 
forent sort, no liquor, and pay raostcxtr.iv ^- 
gant prices for what you did get. lini 
thoro wero othor enemies they had to do 
with— those who attacked them indirect- 
ly, who appeared in tho guise of .secret 
assassins, who, not wishing to commit 
murder outright, would bribe tlifMr vic- 
tims to commit suicide -who had been 
harrassing and oppressing them with le;f- 
islation, whieh it was hoped would iia\e 
tho desired .nl'.)et of making tiieni < xl :r 
minalo theIu.^el ve^-. I'ortunately for tlioni 
that design had not succeeded, siin])ly 
because they had been strong enough to 
resist the attacks made U])oii them. He 
was not now speaking as the Solicitor- 
General, but as a ]iii\'ato moniber, saying 
what he honestly believed ; and ho " did 
not thinlc their !,'rievaiioes liad been alto- 
gether reiiiovod. With reference to tho 
bill of last session, ho thought a good 
deal of unjust and unfair comment had 
been made upon it, and ho thought he- 
had read in 'some of the nows])a|)ers some 
very unfair and unjust al)use of tho Home 
yecrotary, who had charge of the hill. Ho 
had a most arduous and tlillicnlt t;isk; his 
coat tails wore (uilled iu every direction:

Ho was quite surj they could not 
blame tho Homo Secretary, if anybody 
olso had boon in liis.slioes he could not 
have done any bi'lter. (Ijaughter.j As to 
intemperance, his belief was that it was 
not te be clieckcid by. the force of any Act 
of Parliament, but to'be gradually eradi- 
cated by educiition and good bodilv train- 
ing.

— A pro- 
test against the ])ropoHcd recij)r(.)citv 
treaty with tJanada is about to be iii- 
Hucd by I lie Natioii.'il Wool (Ii-imvci-s' 
Association. Tho document directs 
attention to counsel given by General 
Washington to avoid political allian- 
ces in oxtcnding the conimorcial rela- 
tions (if the couutry ami Slate; that, 
the troaiy admits (.'ana;' i:ui vessel:! to 
lIk.' full oijjoyni.uit of il;o .Viuoriean 
coasting and lake trndo and allows 
them to be registered .as .United States 
ships. It shows that Hon. iM^alcolm 
Oaiuproii admits that the treaty will 
secure the highest price for everything 
tho Canadian farmers soils, and tho 
lowest i)rico for all of iho goods lie 
buys. It atnto8 that the people of 
Oauada now contribute about six mil- 
lion dollars in gold ]iaid for duties. 
Tho treaty would Hiirn iidor lliis Rum 
and add it to our ovei -\voi.;ldod in- 
dustry, and make C'an.ada a thorough- 
face for smuggling for all tlic world, 
E\Qry branch of industry iu Canada 
would bo stimulftted.at our expense.

^fioi.-. Railway. This i.iinportaut result 
•will ho attdiried altogether indeiJOiiJentl; 
of the question of routes,— scarcely less 
if the Kailwfiy should come by the way 
of IJiiviiird Inlet than if it should conio 
by Bute Inlot. Granted tlieso proj)()si- 
tiona, it must bo quite cleiir tluitfoi- Vic- 
toria and Esquimalt (wliioli must bo re- 
garded ttB one and the same iu tliis cou- 
nectibn^^there is a bright future— good 
times close at hand. And this reuuuils 
UH of the oxisteuc* of "Tuo Victoria and 
Esquimiilt Hailway Act, 1873," which 
Ht.'iuds on our stututo-book, aud comes in- 
to operation on ami after tlio Slst instant. 
This Act iucorporatos a company for the 
purpose of constructing and operating a 
railway between tiiia cicy and Esquimalt. 
anil confers u])on tho said company all 
the u^^ual powers fortliose uurpOHoa. At 
tho time this Act was passed, tlio Legis- 
lature was very sonsitive lest any rights 
should be granted whicii might conllict 
with the larger corporation at that period 
'proposing to build the Canadian Pacific 
Eaifway; arid, consequently, a suspend- 
ing clause was inserted, providing that 
none of tho provisions of tlio "Act shall 
have any force or ellect until tho Pacilic 
Terminus of the Canadian Pacific Hail- 
way shall have been olTicially announced, 
nor until tho 31st day of December 1874." 
ISleven days more will quicken the Act; 
ond what preparations maybe iu progress 
for giving practical offoot to its provisions 
we do nat know. There is another clause 
■wliich requires that tho Railway shall be 
commenced within one year after the se- 
lection of tho route and acquisition of tho 
right of way by the company, and, fur- 
ther, that a! single. Una^ p| cSailway shall 
he laid'down within^bne year after such 
commencement; so that it -will bo seen 
there is not mucli time to bo lost. Should 
tboBelaxed Terms be accepted and carri- 
ed out, B8 there is every reason for belie- 
ving yill.be tho case, there can bo no two 
opinions as to the value of the franchise 
ohtained Under tho Act ' referred to. 
There' are hot wanting in this community 
those who aspire to form railway rings 
for much more pretentious linos. Sui-cly 
there will be found pluck enough to 
carry out the' spheme • indicated by the 
heading to this af ticle. • - -. 

Isit Bissolutionl 



It'U evident that the wits of Bfinistera 
are bnsy seeking some expedient for 
avoiding dissolution. Tho organ oscil- 
lates and wriggles like a weathor-cock. 
One day it ridicules the very idea of con- 
sulting th«( people about the new terms. 
The next it says, by all nio.ma lot there 
be a dissolution in order that the people 
may bo consulted; but, it adds, mind you, 
such a course will oec.ision very serious 
delay in the commencement of railway 
con.^truotion; and it is this alleged delay 
which is intended to be used as a seare- 
otbw to frighten people away from disao- 
'lution. It seems scarcely necessary to 
say'that it is not necessarily more than 
asoare-orow. Of course the Government 
have it in their power to make it some- 
thing more. They con dilly-dally and 
dolay mattern to such an extent that the 
people could not ha consulted without 
posti)oning the oominoncoment of railway 
construction. Jiut auch a courso could 
only bo adopted because Ministers fear 
on appeal and have private reasons for 
avoiding dissolution as long an possible ; 
and these reasons are too obvious to re- 
quire montidu. Everybody uiidoi-stands 
exactly what they are. It is now tolera- 
bly certain that the Legislature is not to 
he called together before February. The 
reason.s for that, too, are plain. The 
later tho session tho greater tho urgency 
for transacting the necessary business of 
the <;ouiiti\\ as i|iiiiduy us possible; and 
the greater th.'it iioces.sity , tlio Mti'ongwr 
tho arguiueul against iiissolntion and ap- 
peal. Ministers know all thin; and, 
knowing it, they postpone calling the 
House together for live or six weeks after 
tho usual time of raeoting. They think 
that if the House does not moot till l''td.i- 
ruary, iio.ssil)ly well on in February , there 
■will be nothing left for inemberK but to 
go on with the work, and thus they hope 
to avoid dissolution and hang on to their 
portfolios another year. In order to ilo 
this they must nsk the House to aceeiH 
tho new terms olTevcd by Air. ]\l;ickeii/.ie 
■without all'ordiug the people thu promis- 
ed opportunity of signifying in the only 
constitutional way their approval or dis- 
approval — thereby wantonly trampling 
jUqd,er foot all their load-mouthed pro- 
fessiens and fair promises of twelve 
months ago and violating tho pledge un- 
onimousiy given by tho Legislature that 
no alteration in tlio llailway Terms 
should b(i permitted by tiio Gorernment 
of this Province until the saino had been 
submitted to tho people for their oudor- 
satioD.. It would, indeed, be diffloult to 
conceive of ony more flagrant violation 
of the people's rights than tho adoption 
of such a course as there is good reason 
for bfllioving the Govornmenc contem- 
plate iuvcdvos; and wo greatly mistake 
the temper of tho electors of Britisli Col- 
umbia if they tamely submit to anything 
of the kind. ' 



Public Opinion on the Mninliind. 

Bo far as we possess tho means of know- 
ing, jniblic opinion on tho Mainland is 
very pronounced on two points, viz: that 
the Provinoial';;,G^>yqriiment^ 
Htronglhoned thoir clriims to public oon- 
iidenco by refusing to negotiate lerms 
with Mr. Slaekonzie iu May whioli lhay 
will ho co^pullod to aeeegt at bil hnu^s / 



in Decomber; and that these now terms 
iiiiist bo submitted to the jiooplo. Tho 
Mainland (Ituirdiait is especially clear on 
tlieso points. It think]^^' the Jialderdosh 
emanating from Goverumo'ht sources 
about what Wnlkoin has acluovod will de- 
ceive no one on tho Miunland. Their 
hangers on, it soya, may jiretond to 
give car to-- >^it, l)ut that 
is only bocauso they conceive it to ho a 
portion of the service required of them 
for the salaries or jobs they have obtain- 
ed from the office holders, and it proceeds 
to advise Minister.-), now that every shred 
of their boasted policy has melted into 
thin air, not to commit tho additional 
blunder of holding on longer to oilico, 
"but'throw up the «pongo without any un- 
necessary. fuss. There con be no doubt 
that.tbe advice given by the Guardian is 
sound and iu accord with public opinion. 
Bul-that it will bo acted niKUi, no one 
who u'nder.'itiinds th(< eluiraeter of those to 
■whom it is tendered will for a moment 
believe. Conscious that all chunco of 
holding ollice must ond with the present 
Parliament, these men are quite sure to 
relin<iuish oflice only \yhen,they are con- 
stitutionallv kicked' out.
